Secretary of Defense McNamara, who has been 
as

erals and admirals, has quietly lifted a restric­ 
tion on the public’s right to know which never 
should have been applied. 
Under 
the regulation information and opinion 
at the Pentagon was restricted sharply. 
The policy was Inaugurated during the Cuban 
m issile crisis in 1962. 
It r e q ^ e d that when Pentagon officials talked 
wdth reporters 
they either must have a monitor 
present or must file a full report, identify the 
reporter and the subjects discussed. 
This 
retarded the flow of vital information to 
the American people although military officials 
and reporters found ways to circumvent it. 
McNamara’s memorandum terminating the re­ 
striction is interesting: 
“ The department of defense has an ob­ 
ligation to guarantee that full and prompt 
information 
is 
made available to 
the 
American people on a basis for their un­ 
derstanding of national defense and the 
operation of this department.” 
Of course that is true but the explanation makes 
it appear that McNamara had just become aware 
of the fact. 
The fight to give the American people the in­ 
formation they need to know to govern intelli­ 
gently is unending and bureaucrats, such as Mc-

told me what to do.” Or, as a 
suburban housewife observed, “ I 
couldn't grow flowers In this soil 
so I wrote the University and 
found out how to fertilize it and 
improve it.” Only 15 per cent of 
the Michigan respondents men­ 
tioned 
agriculturally - related 
services. Roughly equal numbers 
cited their universities' hospital 
facilities and medical research 
activities. 
On the other hand, far more 
Michigan 
residents 
mentioned 
such 
functions 
as adult edu­ 
cation through the extension, 
basic and applied 
research in 
fields besides medicine or agri­ 
culture, training of community 
leaders, cultural activities, edu­ 
cational reports, and work In de­ 
veloping nations. 
Thus, to a majority of 
Mis­ 
sourians the University of Mis­ 
souri is primarily and almost 
exclusively a teaching center. 
When it does 
become involved

An undergraduate student must

units, or hours, to be considered 
a full-tim>7 satisfactory student. 
For example, a student who is 
taking a four-year course which 
requires 129 hours to earn a de­ 
gree should have earned 30 aca­ 
demic hours for each year he has 
attended school. Standing in class 
is no longer considered in deter­ 
mining whether a registrant Is 
eligible to be considered for stu­ 
dent deferment.

Dr. Vurdelja soon 
changed that — separating it from 
connection with the Patriarchate 
in Belgrade, Yugoslavia. 
To Tito, this church community 
was a political prize and a symbol 
of the score he had to even with. 
Dr. Vurdelja. There was only one 
thing to do: he had to alxluct I)r. 
Vuldelja, spirit him across an un­ 
patrolled section of the border 
and thus remove the most irotent 
communist opposition within the 
Serbian 
Orthodox 
Community. 
With Dr. Vurdelja outoftheway, 
communist elements within 
the 
church of Trieste would be able 
to assert themselves.lt was typi­ 
cal 
racketeer 
rationale: 
the 
pro-Tito forces would control the 
rather considerable wealth of the

The chief plotter in the kidnap 
attempt 
was Livio 
Paolini, a 
rather 
unfortunate 
Italian na. 
tional. 
His troubles began when 
he 
motored 
to Fiume, Yugo­ 
slavia. 
Marked as the 
com­ 
munist's 
patsy, he was framed 
on a false charge of smuggling 
drugs 
into Yugoslavia by car. 
Paolini protested briefly that the 
drugs had been planted in the auto­ 
mobile without his knowleged. He 
was forced into the plan when the 
Yugoslav communists threatened 
blackmail: 
he could go to pris­ 
on or agree to organize the kid­ 
napping of D r. Vurdelja. 
Paolini returned 
Trieste and 
enlisted four accomplices. They 
set up careful surveillance of Dr. 
Vurdelja's 
daily 
movements 
throughout the city, and armed 
themselves with narcotics,night­ 
sticks, technical 
equipment and 
two automobiles. Before the plan 
was 
executed, 
one of the four 
accomplices warned Dr. Vurdel­ 
ja, and all five 
men were a r­ 
rested. 
During the trial, Dr. Vurdelja 
testified that the 
communists 
wanted 
to 
eliminate him and 
thereby confiscate the property 
of the church. He also testified 
that the 
kidnap effort wasn't 
Tito's first attempt to do him in: 
there was that time in 1946 when 
Tito 
tried something sim ilar, 
plus 
an assassination attempt 
later. In each case, 
Dr. Vur­ 
delja 
said, the 
plots 
had the 
cumbersome mark of Yugoslave 
brutality about them and

involved

Secretary of Defense McNamara, who has been 
as 
repressive 
on the news media as the gen­ 
erals and admirals, has quietly lifted a restric­ 
tion on the public's right to know which never 
should have been applied. 
Under 
the regulation information and opinion 
at the Pentagon was restricted sharply. 
The policy was inaugurated during the Cuban 
m issile crisis in 1962. 
It required that when Pentagon officials talked 
with reporters 
they either must have a monitor 
present or must file a full report, identify the 
reporter and the subjects discussed. 
This 
retarded the flow of vital information to 
the American people although military officials 
and reporters found ways to circumvent it. 
McNamara's memorandum terminating the re­ 
striction is interesting: 
“ The department of defense has an ob­ 
ligation to guarantee that full and prompt 
information 
is 
made available to 
the 
American people on a basis for their un­ 
derstanding of national defense and the 
operation of this department.'* 
Of course that is true but the explanation makes 
it appear that McNamara had just become aware 
of the fact. 
The fight to give the American people the in­ 
formation they need to know to govern intelli­ 
gently is unending and bureaucrats, such as Mc­ 
Namara, always are tempted to restrain the flow 
and to “doctor” the output to make it appear more 
favorable to them. 
Second thoughts by a cabinet member may be in 
some ways desirable and better than none at all 
but 
they shouldn’t be 
necessary on a basic 
principle of good government.

Secretary of Defense M cNamara, who has been

on the news media as the gen­ 
erals and adm irals, has quietly lifted a r e s tric ­ 
tion on the public’s right to know which never 
should have been applied. 
Under 
the regulation inform ation and opinion 
at the Pentagon was re stric te d sharply. 
The policy was inaugurated during the Cuban 
m issile c risis in 1962. 
It required that when Pentagon officials talked 
with rep o rters 
they either m ust have a m onitor 
present or must file a full report, identify the 
rep o rter and the subjects discussed. 
This 
retarded the flow of vital inform ation to 
the Am erican people although m ilitary officials 
and rep o rters found ways to circum vent it. 
M cNamara’s m em orandum term inating the r e ­ 
striction is interesting:

services. Roughly equal numbers 
cited their universities' hospital 
facilities and medical research 
activities.

as adult edu­

That large state universities

ters of classroom teaching 
is 
nothing new. For the Morrill Act 
of 1862, which created the Emi­ 
grant 
universities, 
envisioned 
wide-ranging activities for gov­ 
ernment-supported universities. 
The 
land grant schools, from 
their inception, were to engage in 
teaching, research, and 
puhlic 
service. 
Nowhere was this more evident 
than in the 
agricultural exten­ 
sion programs of the universi­ 
ties. 
Funded heavily by the fed­ 
eral 
government, the 
land • 
grant university's extension pro­ 
grams brought all three functions 
directly 
to the people through 
centers in every 
county. 
But 
the public, corporate 
industry, 
labor, and government soon be­ 
gan to rely on the universities 
for teaching, research, and con­ 
sultation in areas besides agri­ 
culture. Thus, the universities 
grew into complicated organiza­ 
tions 
populated 
by students, 
teachers, researchers, 
consul­ 
tants, and administrators. 
In many respects, the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri has experienced 
a sim ilar growth. 
Its extra • 
teaching functions have long ago 
moved from a concentration on 
agriculture 
to virtually 
every 
field of human learning. 
But how do the people of Mis­ 
souri presently view the Univer­ 
sity? 
Is it 
a teaching center 


a1 one? Do they see it performing 
the many activities envisioned by 
the land - grant act?Is it a mul­ 
tiversity? 
To shed light on these questions 
the Public Opinion Survey Unit of 
the University of Missouri asked 
its statewide 
sample of nearly 
1,000 people in the summer of 
1966: "Besides teaching its stu­ 
dents, do you think the Univer­ 
sity tf Missouri does anything for 
the rest of the people in the state 
of Missouri? 
What do you have 
in mind?" A few years ago, the 
Survey Research Center of the 
University of Michigan asked a 
sim ilar question of Michigan res­ 
idents; the Michigan question, of 
course, referred both to Michi­ 
gan State (the land -grant school) 
and the University of Michigan. 
The results provide interesting 
com parisons. 
In M issouri, fully 41 per cent 
of Hie respondents stated that they 
didn't 
know of 
anything 
the 
University of 
Missouri did be­ 
sides 
teaching, or 
else 
said 
that the University did nothing in 
addition to teaching students. An­ 
other IO per cent believed 
the- 
University did other things but 
couldn't say what. The remain. 
lug 49 per cent were able 
to 
name one or more specific func­ 
tions besides 
teaching that the 
University perform s. 
In Michigan, by contrast, only 
28 per cent of the 
respondents 
either though the universities did 
only teaching or else could not 
name 
additional functions. The 
great majority, 72 per cent, were 
able 
to list som e of the other 
functions.

gan respondents.The table below 
presents those respondents men­ 
tioning a 
specific function per 
formed by the respective state 
universities. 
The moist striking difference 
relates to agriculture. Insofar as 
Missourians 
feel that the Uni­ 
versity engages in activities be­ 
yond teaching, nearly half of them 
are likely to mention 
agricul­ 
tural 
research, 
experimenta­ 
tion, and consultation. 
As one 
farmer put it, "When my hogs 
got that 
disease, I 
just called 
the University extension and they 
told me what to do." Or, as a 
suburban housewife observed, "I 
couldn't grow flowers in this soil 
so I 
wrote the University and 
found out how to fertilize it and 
improve it." Only 15 per cent of 
the Michigan respondents 
men­ 
tioned 
agriculturally • related 
serv ices. Roughly equal numbers 
cited their universities' hospital 
facilities and medical research 
activities. 
On the 
other hand, far more 
Michigan 
residents 
mentioned 
such 
functions 
as adult edu­ 
cation 
through 
the extension, 
basic and 
applied 
research in 
fields besides medicine or agri­ 
culture, training of 
community 
leaders, cultural activities, edu­ 
cational reports, and work in de­ 
veloping nations. 
Thus, to a majority of 
Mis­ 
sourians the University of Mis­ 
souri is primarily and 
almost 
exclusively 
a teaching center. 
When it does 
become involved 
in research or public 
service, 
they feel it 
is 
still usually in 
fields related to agriculture. The 
puhlic image has not yet changed 
to accord with actual practice, or 
perhaps the public feels that the 
University of M issouri has not 
developed non • agricultural pro­ 
grams to the extent that Michi­ 
gan universities have.
